In - 
delphia the controversy over wages 
of the union men not only involves 
the motion-picture projector opera 
orchestra .performers as well—in 
fact, all of the theater staffs except 
the box office and the actors. The 
owners of about twenty theaters 
have agreed to shut down rather 
than to maintain present wages and 
unless reductions are accepted the 
theaters will close down for indef- 
inite perioda. 

Some of the difficulty is caused iby 
a strike of the cinema fans. The 
habitual movie fan is overtrained on 
the celluloid diet and in cutting the 
cost of his living he has trimmed 
much of the expense of seeing the 
ellent drama. 


FLIVVER I8 HANDICAP. 
Hot weather and the flivver bad 
much to do with the lack of at- 
tendance at the city theaters, and 
the demand of the operators for a 
continuation of war-time wage and 
in some cases advances comes at a 
time when the exhibitors have every 
reason for fighting. 

Regardless of the causes, whether 
ttis poor plays or badly photo- 
graphed scenes, the public not 
now patronizing the cinema as it did 
at one time, and = exhibitors and 
their employees will have to work 
out some reduction in wages. Either
